CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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SITUATION IN PULP AND PAPER MARKETS OF SWEDEN 


With Coal Selling at from $90 to $95 Per Ton Swedes and Norwegians Will Be Compelled to Use Big Quantity 


of Their Wood Supply This Winter for Heating and Industrial Purposes—Competition After 
the War Is Regarded with a Great Deal of Apprehension—Sweden Has Been Developing 
Her Resources for Making Bleaching and Is Now Independent in This Respect. 


Hans Lagerlof, president of the Scandinavian-American Trad- 
ing Company, who has just returned from Sweden, has furnished 
the Paper Trape JourNAL with the following interview regarding 
conditions in the pulp and paper industry in the Scandinavian 
countries : 

“When the war broke out, I was in Europe. Since then I made 
several trips in 1915, 1916 and 1917 to arrange pulp contracts and 
deliveries for American paper mills and also to close new engage- 
ments for them. On coming home on this last trip it was my 
tenth crossing during this war of wars. I mention this as I have 
had an opportunity of studying in neutral Scandinavia the effects 
of the war as time passed by and the increasing privations and 
hardships inflicted on the onlookers in this drama. Conditions 
now, as I have experienced them during my stay from April to 
July 10 this year, are very discouraging and people over there are 
justly looking to the future and the coming Winter with a great 
deal of apprehension and fear. There will be a shortage of every- 
thing; many industries are standing for lack of raw materials, 
there is a shortage of nearly every article used in every-day life 
in Sweden and there is especially a pronounced shortage of food- 
stuffs for the maintenance of her population; $90 to $95 a ton is

manufacturer who can get hard coal, say at $7 or $8 or soft coal 
at $4 to $5 delivered at his plant.

To Use a Great Deal of Wood for Heating 

“The Swedes and Norwegians will be compelled to use a great 
percentage of wood for their railroads, steamers, in their mills, 
for heating purposes, etc., as nothing else is to be had, and while 
the little country, Denmark, is well off for dairy products, etc., she 
is suffering greatly from lack of fuel, and street cars have not 
been running Sundays or during the night. During my frequent 
trips from Stockholm to Christiania I have tried in vain to get a 
hot bath and the price I was asked was $1.50, but I never had the 
patience to wait until my turn came. 


Shipping Much Interfered With 
“Shipping has been very much interfered with and I will cite 
a few The Swedish steamer Magda was loaded in 
January and only went forward on June 26; the Atlanic was ready 
to sail on February 24, but only went to sea on April 4; the /n- 
dianic was ready on February 26, but only steamed on May 8. 


instances : 


These are the experiences of three of the very few Swedish 
steamers having set their course westward for the United States 
during the present year. Very few Norwegian steamers have been 
calling at Swedish ports as the item of coal has been too heavy 
and too expensive, the same can be said of Danish vessels. As 
has been the case in the United States, business has been rather 
quiet in Sweden this year, but people have nevertheless felt opti- 
mistic, and should an actual demand for cellulose set in and this 
country take its quota of Scandinavian cellulose, somebody will 
have to tell me how to get it over as there will be no bottoms. It 
is a fact, however, that even if prices are a little higher for the 
foreign article, some of the American paper makers have got to 
have the better European product in order to produce the desired 
qualities of old. 

“It has been very interesting to study how necessity has proven 
the mother of invention and how especially in Sweden there have 
been found many substitutes for what before were considered ab- 


solutely indispensable articles, and which, previous to the war, 
Sweden had to procure from other lands. I refer to rosin 
Enough is now being collected in Sweden to keep the paper mills 
and other trades using this material going. Regarding the tight- 
ening of the blockade of neutrals, it seems to be working two 
ways. I know from my own experience that all kinds of wires, 
of brass, phosphorbronze, etc., could be obtained for quick de- 
livery from Germany while I was over in Sweden, whereas 
can or English concerns would not quote on this article, be!

“Like in the United States, the year of 1916 was one of excep- 
tional prosperity in the annals of Sweden with big profits and 
heavy dividends divided by the mills and big corporations. This 
has created much speculation and pulp and paper mills hav« 
changing hands very often.

In the paper and allied trades the 
tendency has been to form big corporations with big capital and 
strong financial backing. People are preparing in the future t 
meet that tense competition that everybody is looking for as soon 
as the European war is over and which is looked for with a great 
deal of apprehension. 

“The year of 1917 wili be a rather lean year for the pulp and 
Stocks and 


paper industries in Sweden and Norway. raw ma- 


terials at the beginning of the year were very small, and what 
have been obtainable on new purchases have been at such fancy 
prices as to make the finished product too expensive. Already 
in May the Norwegian section of the Scandinavian Cellulose As- 
sociation decided to reduce the output of cellulose by 50 per 
before that time a good many mills had been standing continuously 
or had to close down from time to time for lack of various raw 
materials. About the same time the Swedish section had a meeting 
and decided to reduce the production from 20 per cent. to 33 per 
cent., but in Sweden also before this happened many mills had been 
standing idle owing to “Force Majeure.” 


Big Demand on Scandinavian Forests 


“The draughts on the Scandinavian forests this year will be 
exceptional and will mean much for the future. The 
Christiania, the capital of Norway, ordered 100,000 cubic meters

of wood from the cellulose mills around that city simply to have 
something for fuel during the coming Winter, and that meant 
that the mills had to give up one-fifth of their year’s supply, which 
will simply go up in smoke. 
pointed in Sweden, and in May an inventory of all the wood cut 
on hand was taken and figures delivered of supplies believed to be 
available during the year and of this the Government requisi- 
tioned 20 per cent. For many of course it is a hardship to give 
up as much as one-fifth of the wood available, and the Govern- 
ment required not only that, but stipulated a fixed price, and many 
an owner of wood had bought his supply at a higher figure than 
stipulated by the Government and had to pocket this loss himself. 

“Nothing is now going to waste in Scandinavia; it would be 
a good lesson for the United States in the way of economizing 
to see how everything is being carefully utilized. I refer espe- 
cially to the many blessings received by Sweden in the for: of 
by-products derived from cooking sulphite and soda pulp. A way 
has now been found to transform sulphite lye into coal. In an- 
other way Sweden has found a substitute for gasoline in sulphite 


A special fuel commission was ap- 
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lye, and this is the reason why some automobiles are still running 
in Scandinavia. As in this country, in ordinary times potatoes 
and barley would be used in making beverages (this was of course 
prohibited as soon as an actual food shortage came on), a way 
has now been found to substitute the product derived from pota- 
toes, etc., by treating the sulphite lye with a chemical process by 
which a practically wholesome drink is evolved. 
Necessity for Being Up to Date 

“The cellulose and paper mill owners have seen the necessity 
of being practically up-to-date in their manufactures now, with a 
view of the increasing competition which may be expected when 
the war is over. Enough money has been raised to build a lab- 
oratory for testing paper machines, and any new invention in any 
line pertaining to this special industry. An excellent staff of en- 
cineers and chemists has been engaged to make this a national in- 
stitution based upon the best brains and ability. 

“During the war paper has come into its own. The textiles now 
being manufactured in Sweden are simply marvelous; from them 
are made twines, ropes, carpets, awnings, wastebaskets and nearly 

verything. It would take a very scrutinizing eye to detect the 
difference between textile and a substitute made of paper. Owing 

) the scarcity of cotton and wool, it has become a custom in cen- 
tral Europe and also in Scandinavia to make very attractive 

rouds in which to bury the dead and these have proven very 
practical. Whatever one wishes to buy in Sweden now (if one 
can buy it at all) is bought on a card. There are bread cards, 

iwar cards, cards for coffee, cereal, etc.; the country has run en- 
tirely out of corks, and wooden props are being used instead. 
Thread is a very scarce article and whereas in this country we 
are accustomed to paying 4 cents to 5 cents for a spool, the Swedes 
now have to buy one spool at a time at about 60 cents. Tea is 
very scarce and costs something like $3.50 a pound when I left 
Sweden. Meats are very high and a porterhouse steak would 
cst something like $1 a pound. 


Comparative Prices of Sulphite 

“To speak more directly of sulphites and articles connected with 
the paper trade, bleached sulphite sold at the end of 1916 in Swe- 
den as high as Kr. 975, at port of shipment, equal to about $15.40 
per hundred pounds; the present price is about Kr. 600. to 
kr, 650, making an equivalent of $9.60 to $10.40 for 100 pounds, and 
these figures are based on present war-risk and foreign exchange. 
That bleached sulphite has seen such a reduction is not because of 
any lowering of the market in Europe, but because of Sweden hav- 
ing arranged inside its border for its entire supply of bleaching 
powder during the war. The Swedish watet-falls have come in 
very handy and have been utilized for this purpose and so many 
mills have been erected for making bleaching powder that after 
the war Sweden will be independent of the importation of this 
product. 


European Pulp Market Has Been Sluggish 

“The European pulp market has been sluggish and dormant 
through the forepart of this year. The high point was reached 
in November and December, 1916, when Kraft pulps sold as high 
as Kr. 550 in Sweden or equal to about $8.85 per hundred pounds 
laid down here. Central Europe was the main customer, but 
through Governmental action, purchasing was curtailed and prices 
began to drop and today figures are about Kr. 420 and down to 
Kr. 400 in exceptional cases, making an equivalent of about $6.80 
per hundred pounds laid down in the United States. Prices have 
remained around this figure and not gone below ever since the 
first of the year. However, the market has shown a remarkable 
power of resistance and there has been no pronounced weakness 
or any panicky feeling among the manufacturers, partly because of 
the high cost of all raw materials, the voluntary or necessary 
shutting down of mills, and the hope that at a later date condi- 
tions would become more favorable, and this was the feeling for 
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the coming Fall when I left Stockholm as late as July 10. The 
scarcity of ship-room has of course been hampering shipments and 
made stores larger than they would actually be if trade went on 


undisturbed. 


Fuel Question of Vital Importance 

“Sweden is quite an industrial country and the fuel question is 
one of most vital importance. Sweden needs about six million 
tons of coal a year and although she has a domestic coal mine in 
the Southern part of Sweden, the same only produces about one- 
tenth of what Sweden actually needs. For bunkers and for her 
industries Sweden has got to turn to Great Britain and Germany, 
and very little has been coming in this year. In fact, the figures 
are entirely insignificant in volume. It is estimated that Sweden 
will have to use of her supply of wood en route and already cut, 
if no coal comes in from the outside during the next twelve 
months, 12 per cent. of her entire growth, taking in pine, birch, 
etc. It is estimated that this 12 per cent. makes about 20 mi-lion 
cubic meters, and if one stops to consider that the vast and ex- 
tensive pulp industry of Sweden only needs about six million 
cubic meters a year and therefore three and one-half times as 
much will have to be provided for fuel alone, anyone can under- 
stand how serious this inroad on the wood supply of Sweden will 
be in the future. During 1916 Great Britain had to pay tremen- 
dous figures for her supplies of cellulose and ground wood. For 
well-known reasons she had to purchase almost her entire supply in 
Norway, and easy bleaching sulphite cost about Kr. 750 per long 
ton laid down in England, equal to $10.90 per hundred pounds; 
kraft about Kr. 650 or about $9.50; dry mechanical wood pulp Kr. 
450, or equal to $123 a ton, whereas this ldtter commodity has never 
reached more than about $55 a ton here. Now there is no longer 
any hindrance in regard to shipments of cellulose from Sweden to 
Great Britain and undoubtedly prices for Swedish goods will rise 
considerably. The Norwegians have been profiting very much 
from this situation, but not so much as generally believed, as the 
cost of production has been considerably higher in Norway than 
in Sweden. I succeeded in getting from one of the most efficiently 
managed sulphite mills located on the Western coast of Sweden 
a sworn statement as to the actual cost of production for the 
commodity in May, and this showed a cost of Kr. 314.97 deliv- 
ered at sea-port in Sweden, making an equivalent ex. dock New 
York for instance of $5.15 per 100 Ibs. present ocean freight, war- 
risk, etc., considered, Since then coal and sulphur have risen a 
good deal, and therefore the prices being asked here at present for 
a good Mitscherlich sulphite of say $5.60 or $5.75 will only yield 
the mill and the dealer a very small profit, in fact, a dangerously 
small margin, considering the way the Scandinavian exchange has 
gone against the American market, especially the last ten days. 


Difficult to Obtain Pyrites 


“The Norwegians have been loath to give the Swedes the neces- 
sary amount of pyrites needed for the sulphite industry. However, 
they are hard up for many things themselves, and Norway can to- 
day not make her own wheels for railroads, nor does she make 
her own locomotives, whereas Sweden excels in these branches, 
and I know that good-sized quantities of pyrites were exchanged 
with Norway for rolling stock from Sweden. 

“T have already spoken of the importance of the by-products, 
especially in making sulphite. Before the war 55 per cent. of this 
was wasted and instead of being any good, polluted the rivers, 
killing the fish, but now this is all changed; everything is being 
utilized. Wood prices have been soaring in Sweden all during 
the last three years. Before the war wood in a ton of sulphite 
cost Kr. 32. to. Kr. 34., or about $10.25 to $11, for a short ton; 
on June 30 this year the cost had run up to Kr, 95. to Kr. 100., or 
equal to $31 to $32 per short ton, and in September this year a 
figure of 50 per cent. higher is looked for, which would make the

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TRADE COMMISSION BOOK 
REPORT IS NOW COMPLETED 


Findings Will Be Sent to Public Print Shortly as Manuscript Is 
Now Ready—Rumor in Washington That International 
Company Will Be Sued for Breach of Contract on Basis 
of $2.50 Agreement—New Details of A. N. P. A. Deal 
with Northcliffe Mills—Shipping Board Said to Have Hand 


in Supplying Ships in Undertaking—Canadian Investigator 
Pringle Coming to Washington. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 6, 1917—Experts of the Federal 
Trade Commission have finished writing the complete book paper 
report. The manuscript now remains only to be gone over by the 
commissioners, when it will be sent to the Public Printer for the 
first proof. It is probable that it will be sent to the Public Printer 
some time the latter part of this week or early next week. 

How soon the report will actually be published is still a matter 
of mystery depending much upon whether the report is printed 
for the Trade Commission or as a Senate document. If the latter 
is the case, it will be rushed through much quicker. 

There is an interesting story going around here this week to 
the effect that one of the large dailies will soon enter suit against 
the International Paper Company for alleged breach of contract 
on the basis of the $2.50 agreement made last winter by the Trade 
Commission between certain of the publishers and certain of the 
news print manufacturers, including the International Company. 
No details are obtainable here other than the fact that a suit will 
be filed. 

It has just developed here that the United States Shipping Board 
has had a hand in the negotiations in connection with the North- 
cliffe mills, inasmuch as it is said, and on very good authority, 
that the Board arranged the proposition of getting ships to bring 
the paper from the Northcliffe mills to the United States. 

This is rather interesting in view of the fact that one of the 
ships that has been carrying pulp wood from Canada to Niagara 
Falls for the International Company, and which the company had 
under charter, has been taken away by the Canadian Government. 
In other words, the United States Government is willing to help 
the publishers of the country get their paper from Canada, but 
they do not seem willing to help the International get its raw 
material here. 

It would seem, if this is so, that such discrimination should not 
be allowed to exist. However, it is a question of the editors hav- 
ing a “pull” with the Government, while the paper manufacturer 
is left to shift for himself. 


To Compare Bidders’ Paper Samples 

At a meeting of the Joint Congressional Committee on Print- 
ing, held the latter part of last week, matters of more than general 
interest were taken up to those paper mills and firms who are bid- 
ding on open market purchases for the Government Printing Office. 

After considerable discussion on the subject, the Committee 
passed the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Public Printer be instructed to have bid- 
ders’ samples and deliveries of paper bought on the open market 
inspected and tested in the same manner as paper bought under 
annual contracts; that a comparison of bidders’ samples be sub- 
mitted with requests for authority to purchase paper other than 
as specified in the proposal; and that the inspector for the Joint 
Committee on Printing be furnished an adequate sample sub- 
mitted by the bidder whose proposal is accepted for comparison 
with deliveries thereunder.” 

This resolution does not militate against the paper manufacturer 


and was not brought about because of any fault of any paper 
manufacturer. However, all bids are sent to the Joint Committee 
for authority to award and the Committee does not know that the 
lowest bidder may be bidding on his own sample and not on 
specifications. Inasmuch as the low bidder, in almost every case, 
is awarded the contract, frequently a man gets a contract on an 
inferior quality of paper, even though he is perfectly honest in 
his bidding. The Committee feels that when this resolution js 
taken into corisideration the situation will be remedied. 

Cases of this kind are happening frequently. For instance, re- 
cently a paper manufacturer bid on a certain item and submitted 
his sample. His bid, being the lowest, was accepted, and deliveries 
were made and the paper was found to contain ground wood 
instead of chemical pulp. This case was followed up and it was 
found that his sample contained ground wood, but no test had 
been made before. In other instances when paper was supposed 
to have contained 25 per cent rag, it contained no rag at al! but 
was all wood. These cases have not been up to the paper manu- 
facturer, however. 

The Committee also decided to recommend that in calling for 
proposals upon open market purchases of writing and bond paper 
the standard specifications for which require 25 and 50 per cent 
of rag stock, that the bidders be permitted to submit alternative 
proposals on all wood stock, if such paper could be used for the 
purpose for which the rag stock is intended. It is believed in 
asking for these alternate bids that many firms will bid, who 
otherwise would not be able to. 


More Details of the Northcliffe Deal 


Further details of the work that is being carried on by the 
paper committee of the A. N. P. A. in connection with the North- 
cliffe mills have reached Congressional officials and officials of 
the Federal Trade Commission. This step of the publishers’ asso- 
ciation, although it will undoubtedly cause more competition among 
the news print mills of the country, might be looked upon as being 
an angel in disguise in view of the fact that the newspaper pub- 
lishers have undoubtedly left Congressional officials alone because 
of their knowledge that this deal would be consummated and 
therefore the Congressional action, which not so long ago, looked 
imminent, will probably not be put in motion at this session. 

As a matter of fact, Senator Fletcher, chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Printing, and the man who, above all others, should 
be in a position to know whereof he speaks, told a representative 
of THe Paper TrapE JourRNAL that according to present indica- 
tions there is no possibility of paper legislation at this session. 
Congressmen are getting tired of the session and when the Revenue 
Bill is finally gotten out of the way and perhaps one or two other 
very pressing measures, there would be no chance to get any 
turther legislation through at this session. 
something very unforeseen should turn up. 

Word reaches government officials here that the paper com- 
mittee of the A. N. P. A., which has been organized as the Pub- 
lishers’ Paper Company, is already disposing of news print from 
the Northcliffe mills at what members of the association call the 
“high price points in the United States.” It is the idea of the 
new concern, so the reports say, to carry storage stocks in many 
cf the principal cities, from which points the paper can be shipped 
to the smaller publishers when they wish it. 

News print mills are apparently going to have competition, 
especially among the smaller publishers, because it has been given 
out by the new concern that they will put salesmen on the road. 

Just how much of a surprise the consummation of the deal with 
Northcliffe was to the news print mills of the United States is a 
matter of conjecture. The publishers are pleased to think that 
it was a complete surprise but doubtless the majority of the larver 
mills of the country were cognizant of what was going on.

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 6, 1917.—Local paper manufacturers 
report a serious shortage of labor. During the past week three 
superintendents of out-of-town paper mills have been in this city 
and have visited the headquarters of the local paper mill employees 
in search for workmen. The labor shortage is not confined to 
any one craft, but embodies all manner of paper mill operatives, 
from machine tenders to rag room helpers. The call for paper 
mill help in this city during one day amounted to 50 men. This 
is unusual and the present shortage of help is more pronounced 
than it has been in many years past. With the military draft in 
operation, the prospects are not for any betterment, but rather 
manufacturers think the situation will become more acute. A 
very noticeable fact is, that men who have been in the paper 
business for years are now working in munition factories and 
other factories, where, since the outbreak of the war, the salaries 
have been tremendously increased. 


Arrangements for Technical Meeting 

The local committee on arrangements which has charge of the 
joint meeting of the Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper 
Industry and the technical end of the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association, which will be held at the Hotel Nonotuck the latter 
part of next month, will hold a special meeting this week, Thurs- 
day, in this city, to further the arrangements. At this meeting 
the program will be completed. 

Mr. Carruth said today that the session next month will prob- 
ably bring to this city 300 members of the paper trade, 100 of 
these being members of the Canadian trade. Reports will be read 
and the leading mills in this city and in this section of New Eng- 
land will be visited during the three days of the convention. 


Eagle Lodge to Make No Further Demands 

The members of the Eagle Lodge, of Paper Makers will make 
no further demands for a revised wage schedule until at least 
October 1. This was decided upon at a meeting held by the mem- 
bers of the Lodge yesterday. The Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers 
early in June sent communications to all paper manufacturers in 
the city demanding a revision of the present wage schedule which 
included the abolition of the bonus systems in effect at all mills 
and a straight advance in wages. The paper mill workers asked 
that this become effective June 15. 

The manufacturers in considering these demands acted col- 
lectively and sent replies to the Eagle Lodge in which they 
pointed out that the present was not an opportune time for any 
wage adjustments, because of the unsettled conditions and the 
uncertainty as to what effect the draft may have on the paper 
making business. The manufacturers asked that the matter be 
left in abeyance until October 1.

A broken gear in the pump house caused th 
partment to ask all mills to economize as much as possible on 
water, which is used in large quantities from the local mains 
This was done with inconvenience to the paper manufacturers 
a few days.

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BIG STORMS IN CANADA 
DAMAGE MUCH PULP WOOD 


Heavy Rains Throughout the Province of Quebec Breaks Many 
Log Booms, Causing the Biggest Loss of This Kind in 
Many Years—Buyers Now Appear Loath to Believe That 
the Threatened Shortage in Pulp and Pulp Wood Will 
Take Place This Fall, but Manufacturers Are More Con- 
vinced Than Ever That a Big Lack of Supplies Will Be in 
Evidence in a Short Time. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTrEAL, Que., August 6, 1917—Enormous damage in which 
lumber and pulp wood owners were the chief sufferers, has been 
done during the past week by torrential rains throughout the 
Province of Quebec. Many log booms were broken by the sud- 
den flooding of the rivers, including those at Breakey’s Mills, the 
Brown Corporation’s pulp mill at La Tuque, and the H. Atkinson 
Mills, on the Chaudiere River. Thousands of dollars worth of 
pulp wood and logs were thus let loose, and found its way into 
the St. Lawrence. It floated down the ocean highway in such 
masses that the river, for a stretch of over a mile, was covered 
from shore to shore, between Lewis and Quebec, with the floating 
wood. Over $1,000,000 worth of lumber passed Quebec in this 
way, and the loss is the biggest suffered in many years. Much 
damage was done by the sweeping away of bridges, the washing 
out of highways and railroads, and general flooding of the country. 


Summer Quietude in Paper Trade 

The usual summer dullness has settled upon the pulp and 
paper industry in Canada, and a general slackening in demand 
is the result. Buyers appear to be loath to believe that the 
threatened shortage in pulp and pulp wood will take place this 
fall, while the manufacturers are more than ever convinced that 
an unprecedented shortage will soon make itself felt. In sup- 
port of the view of the buyers is the fact that several new mills 
and new units will come into production this fall, but this is 
more than offset by the fact of a great shortage of labor in the 
woods, and the comparatively small cut of last winter. Indica- 
tions are that the labor situation will become still more acute. 


Auditors Working on News Print Books 
There is no news respecting the proceedings of the Canadian 
paper inquiry. Auditors are now at work on the books of the 
manufacturers, and until the Commission has received a report 
from them nothing can be done. The next hearing, when the 
auditors’ findings will be discussed, will not likely take place 
until the fall. 
Canadian Pulp Going Abroad 
F. D. Whittet, secretary of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany, in an interview on the market outlook, says that in spite 
of the submarines and the increasing demand upon ships for 
the transportation of food and munitions, the Riordon Company 
is finding more space available to them for the export of pulp 
to Great Britain than at any time since the war began. Mr. 
Whittet says he is confident that the company will be able to 
compete after the war with the sulphite from Swedish mills in 
the British market. 
Mills to Compete with Sweden 


“The war,” he states, “has not only enabled us to develop our 
mills and get them into shape to compete with Sweden, but our 
best advice from there is that they will have to continue to a 
great extent the prices they are now asking, so that we will be 
on an even basis in the British market, which we were not be- 
fore. Of all the pulp shipped from Canada last year Riordon’s 


sent over 50 per cent. This refers to the finer grades of sulphite, 
which is not for news print, but for book, writing and other 
papers.” 


Kalamazoo Trade News 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KALAMAzOoO, Mich., Aug. 6, 1917.—Business continues quiet for 
all mills in the Kalamazoo River valley district. While every 
plant is operating steadily and help is given steady employment, 
there is no rush of orders to keep the mill heads on the anxious 
seat.

Paper Crisis in France Going from Bad to Worse—Some Paris 
Newspapers Have Appeared as a Single Sheet Four Days 
a Week, While All Observe the Recent Government Decree 
Limiting the Papers to Two Pages Twice a Week—Prac- 
tically No Evidence of a Scarcity of Printing Paper in 
Holland Because of the War—Newspaper Publishers of 
Berlin Complain About the Scarcity of Print Paper.

The paper crisis in France is going from bad to worse, accord- 
ing to the New York Herald’s Paris correspondent, and the 
French papers, in spite of the great reduction in the size of their 
editions, have but three months’ supplies on hand. Some Paris 
newspapers have appeared as a single sheet four days a week, 
while all observe the recent decree of the Government limiting the 
papers to two pages twice a week. The press generally is advo- 
cating the increase of street sales from one to two cents. 

According to a French correspondent of L’/ndustria della Carta, 
Milan, Italy, June 1, 1917, there is a strong feeling that the ex- 
pression of public opinion and the publication of information vital 
to the French nation at this time will be dangerously impaired if 
further reductions are enforced. The difficulties attending the 
importation of pulp and paper are fully understood, and the press 
is looking to a curtailment of the use of paper by the Government 
and the limiting of catalogues, posters, etc., to partially relieve the 
shortage. 

According to The World’s Paper Trade Review, London, Eng- 
land, June 29, 1917, the same prices rule in France for pulp as 
quoted the previous month, namely :

Holland 

We quote the following report from the American Consul at 
Amsterdam published in Commerce Reports, Washington, D. C., 
July 3, 1917: 

“Newspapers and periodical publications in general give practi- 
cally no evidence of a scarcity of printing paper in Holland on 
account of the war. Daily newspapers usually have a morning 
and an evening edition every day excepting Sunday, when there is 
no evening edition. 

The only observable economy now practiced is the suspension of 
the Monday morning edition, by direction of the Government. 
This was done with a view to economy in fuel. 

“There also seems to be no scarcity of paper for book printing 
in liolland. Statistics just published give the number of books

produced in the Netherlands during the last five years and shows 
a steady increase in the publication of books except for the year 
of 1914, when panicky conditions followed the beginning of hos- 
tilities. 

“In normal times about 80 per cent. of the printing paper used 
in Holland was made here and 20 per cent. imported from Ger- 
many. Now the import from Germany is only 5 to 10 per cen:. of 
the total consumption, the rest being made locally. There is no 
present scarcity of paper in Holland, and no prospect of any un- 
less the shortage of fuel reduces the production of it.” 


Italy 
There is little new in the Italian situation, according to L’/» /us- 
tria della Carta, Milan, Italy, June 1, 1917, except that both the 
paper makers and the newspapers are at odds with the Govern- 
ment over the handling of the paper situation. The publishers 
criticize the limiting of the size of their publications and the 
waste of paper by the Government, and the provincial papers state 
that while the general price for news print paper is $140.11 per

Argentina 
The following article appeared in the World’s Paper / rade

establish a paper mill in the Territory del Fuego, Argentina. The 
necessary capital for the construction and maintenance of the mill 
has already been provided.

Jhat Germany, in spite of its abund- 
ance of all raw materials for the production of paper, suffers 
from a shortage of paper, depends, asserts the Berliner Morgen- 
post, upon the deplorable fact that the authorities, and especially 
the Department of the Interior, have engaged in obligations to 
export, which can be done only at the expense of the domestic 
Not only is coal exported in great quantities, but, 
despite the domestic shortage, the exports of paper are continued 
freely.

“The present paper famine gives a reason to consider the ex- 
port conditions in regard to paper and also to a consideration of 
Germany’s whole economical life, the newspaper says in the close 
of its article. 

“The question has been brought before Congress, inasmuch as 
from the number of the Conservatives an interpellation was made 
about the newspapers’ paper shortage and the measures of the 
Government to relieve the situation.” 

The following information is culled from Svensk Pappers Tid- 
ming, Stockholm, Sweden, June 15, 1917: 

Forty-five German companies, with a total capital of $32,000,- 
000 (shares, mortgages and reserve funds) have accounted for 
a gross profit of about $7,000,000, which, after deducting $450,000 
mortgage interest and $2,500,000 writing off, leaves a net profit 
of a little over $4,000,000. Something over $1,000,000 was used 
to cover the losses of the previous year and $1,500,000 was paid 
in dividends, the balance going to reserve funds, profit shares, 
charities, rewards, etc. 

Seventeen companies, representing a capital of over $5,000,000, 
paid no dividends, while those of the others vary between four 
and 26 per cent. The average dividend in 1916 was 7.4 per cent., 
as against 3.1 per cent. in 1915, 4.1 per cent. in 1914, 6 per cent. in 
1913, 6.6 per cent. in 1912, and 7.7 per cent. in 1911. But in 1911 
the writing off only amounted to $1,300,000, as against $2,500,000 
in 1916, in spite of the fact that the average dividend in 1916 is 
somewhat lower than in 1911.

cost of wood alone in a ton of sulphite about Kr. 175. or about 
$56 per short ton. 


Kraft in Big Demand and Expensive 

“Kraft paper is in heavy demand in Europe at present and 
record figures are being paid. I heard of Kr. 1400. a ton, which 
would make about 20 cents a pound, which may seem incredible 
in view of the fact that the market here now is down to about 
7% cents to 8% cents. I spent a few days in Norway before leav- 
ing, and in that country on July 12, 38 of 58 paper machines owned 
there were standing for various reasons. Sweden is better off than 
this, the Government has been protecting the paper industry and 
seen to it that rather the paper mills were furnished with the 
necessary raw materials in preference to the pulp mills, principally 
with a view of turning out as much of a more finished product 
as possible and utilizing more skilled labor. The largest mill for 
bleached sulphite in Europe at Borregaard, Norway, is only run-~ 
ning 50 per cent.; another mill in that country, Saugbrugsforenin- 
gen, is down entirely. 

“Among other novelties to be mentioned in the paper line is a 
paper sole for shoes with a certain metal covering which is said 
to have taken on nicely and considered nearly impossible to wear 
out and which I understand is now being freely used in Central 
Europe. The Scandinavian papers were full of reports of a new 
paper being invented by a Dane out of sea-weed. The paper was 
not manufactured entirely of this commodity, but mixed with a 
small percentage of sulphite and was giving a satisfactory sheet. 


Cellulose Ought to Go Up 


“As to the market in Europe, as long as no raw materials can 
come in, ocean freights remain as high as they are, wood prices 
continuing to climb, prices cannot come down, they should go 
higher. In the United States, the market has been weak for the 
last few months and prices decidedly lower, which may mean that 
Europe will entirely disappear as a source of supply for this mar- 
ket. However, judging from past experiences, this will not be 
the case, as the American paper maker and the American con- 
sumer have learned to value the high standard of the European 
quality. Now this country is in the war and the situation may»be 
different from last year. Still, there is much of a parallel as to the 
slacking of business this year as compared with what was ex- 
perienced last year. Very little European pulp moved during the 
forepart of 1916, then suddenly in the Fall came the on-rush, and 
something like 140,000 tons were shipped from Scandinavia on 
new purchases between October last and February this year. 
There would be nothing surprising in a repetition of this, but on 
a smaller scale, partly because of the changed fundamental con- 


ditions, partly because of the scarcity of bottoms and the practical 
impossibility of obtaining tonnage in neutral countries for Amer- 
ica, as Owing to recent embargoes on a good many products which 
neutral Europe needs, there will be very few commodities to take 
back from here. It is a fact that all through the decline for do- 
mestic sulphites, krafts and foreign pulps have been holding 
wonderfully well, even if prices have been shaded from the high 
limits reached November and December last, but there has been 
no slaughtering of prices, and with everybody looking to a good 
amount of business this Fall and with foreign exchange moving 
against this country, the European cellulose ought to go up rather 
than the other way. 


Investigating News Print Figures. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Ont., August 7, 1917.—Robert A. Pringle, K. C. com- 
missioner, investigating the alleged high price of news print, sul- 
phite and groundwood in Canada is biding his time until the 
accountants have gone through the books of all the manufac- 
turers east of Fort Frances and verified the statements submitted 
by them to the commission. Geoffrey Clarkson, chief accountant 
of the commission, has about 20 men on the job and the task of 
shaking a comprehensive story of costs and profits out of a maze 
of figures is being rapidly proceeded with. 

Mr. Pringle has been in touch with Washington in the past 
week, and he is credited with the suggestion that the accountants 
of the Federal Trade Commission and the accountants he has on 
the job should get together after the latter have completed their 
work, This is, if the figures which the present army of calcula- 
tors arrive at do not coincide nearly with the figures the Ameri- 
can accountants derived after their investigation of the books in 
Canadian plants. 

It is not expected that the figures will be the same and that is 
why Commissioner Pringle comes out with his suggestion, which 
may be acted on in any case. It would clear the air of a great 
many little misunderstandings created both at the inquiry itself 
and outside by the discrepancies in the figures of the Federal 
Trade Commission and the costs and profits figures submitted 
to the Canadian Commission by the manufacturers in the last 
two months. 


Lawrence Trade Notes 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

LAwRENCE, Mass., August 4, 1917—The mills of the Champion 
International Paper Company were obliged to suspend operation 
on Thursday owing to the extreme heat, and the manager decided 
to remain down for the rest of the week. They will resume 
operation on Monday. 

The Merrimac Paper Company also were obliged to suspend in 
both mills. 

Harry D. Newell, connected with the Champion- International 
Company, Lawrence, Mass., for the past 15 years, the last 11 years 
as superintendent, has severed his connection with the plant. He 
is to take a vacation of three or four weeks and it is understood 
will then assume the management of a large paper mill in the 
middle West. Mr. Newell started in the paper manufacturing 
business at the Fairchilds Paper Company, East Pepperell, Mass., 
and then went with the Champion Coated Paper Company, Ham- 
ilton, Ohio, under John O. Parker. He has been with the Cham- 
pion-International Company since that plant started a coating 
mill in 1902 and many expressions of regret were made when it 
was learned that he was to retire.

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Pulp Situation in Sweden 

Mr. Hans Lagerlof, president of the Scandinavian-American 
Trading Company, who is just back from an extended visit to 
the Scandinavian countries, elsewhere in this issue states some 
exceedingly interesting facts regarding the pulp and paper indus- 
try in that section. 

Among the most sensational features brought out in this inter- 
view is the fact that coal is at the present time selling at $90 to 
$95 per ton in Sweden and is not easily obtained even by those 
who are willing or able to pay this fabulous price. As a result of 
this scarcity and high cost of coal it is estimated that during the 
next twelve months Sweden will have to use for heating and 
industrial purposes twenty million cubic meters of wood. The 
vastness of these figures can be better appreciated when it is 
mentioned that Sweden’s extensive wood pulp industry requires 
only about six million cubic feet of wood per year. 

With wood prices climbing, with raw materials of most de- 
scriptions difficult to obtain and with ocean freights exceedingly 
high, Mr. Lagerlof makes out a good case as to why European 
cellulose ought this fall to appreciate rather than to show any 


decline in price. 


Gain in Exports 


The monthly summary of the foreign commerce of the United 


States for May, just issued by the Department of Commerce at 
Washington, shows some rather unexpected increases in the ex- 
ports of paper of practically all descriptions. The total exports 
of paper and manufactures of paper show a considerable gain 
both as compared with the preceding month and with May a year 
ago. The figures for May amounted to $3,586,755, as compared 
with $3,114,026 for April and $3,212,221 for May of last year. The 
total exports of paper for eleven months ending with May 
amounted to $39,050,497, as compared with $25,566,809 for the 
same period in 1916 and $17,783,464 in 1915. 

The total exports of printing paper for the month also showed 
a good gain, the figures being $1,217,916, as compared with $1,049,- 
519 for April and $845,038 for May a year ago. For the eleven 
months ending with May the exports of printing paper of all 
descriptions amounted to $13,227,524, as compared with $5,935,384 
for the same period in 1916 and $4,113,393 in 1915. 

The exports of news print showed a goodly gain. 
for May were $451,979, as compared with $344,631 for April and

$321,285 for May of the previous year. 
news print for the eleven months ending with May amounted to 
$4,082,217, as compared with $2,735,533 for 1916 and $2,744,441 for 
1915. 

Wrapping paper, in which foreign buyers have been manifesting 


a considerable interest of late, continued to show a good gain in 
the sales for export, the figures for May being $275,253, as com- 
pared with $217,418 for April and $367,194 for May of last year 
The figures for the eleven months ending with May amounted t 
$3,449,260, as compared with $2,381,663 for 1916 and $775,842 fo: 
1915. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes for May amounted 
to $217,029, which was a slight decline from April, when th 
figures amounted to $267,348, but was slightly in excess of th 
figures for May a year ago, which amounted to $207,824. T! 
exports of writing paper and envelopes for the eleven months end 
ing with May amounted to $2,856,870, as compared with $1,378,5° 
for the same period in 1916 and $979,053 in 1915. 

The foreign sales of paper board continued to increase substa: 
tially for May, when the figures amounted to $193,884, as con 
pared with $165,014 for April and $161,173 for May a year ag 
For the eleven months ending with May the figures amounted 1 
$1,877,777, as compared with $1,171,801 for the same period 
1916 and $584,615 in 1915. 

The total imports of paper showed some falling off for May 
which, however, is perhaps not so surprising in view of the larg: 
figures registered the previous month. The figures for May wer¢ 
$3,458,188, as compared with $3,864,927 for April and $2,380,633 
for May of last year. The total imports of paper for the eleven 
months ending with May amounted to $30,991,840, as compared 
with $23,445,596 for the same period in 1916 and $23,735,211 in 
1915. 

The total imports of printing paper, however, showed an in 
crease for May, when the ‘figures amounted to $2,668,130, as com 
pared with $2,291,501 for April and $1,676,095 for May of the 
preceding year. The eleven months’ period ending with May 
shows imports of printing paper amounting to $21,064,458, as 
compared with $15,203,889 for the same period in 1916 and $11,768, 
584 in 1915, 

Imports of wood pulp for the month continued to show a very 
heavy increase, the figures being $5,799,163, as compared with 
$3,128,306 for April and only $1,360,810 for May a year ago. The 
lifting by Sweden of the embargo on wood pulp to Great Britai:

“In shipping paper to Peru it should be borne in mind that 
practically all paper in large sheets, except news print, wrapping 
paper, and watermarked paper having two or more watermarks 
a sheet, is classified as printing paper in assessing the duties. A 
cheap bond paper with two or more watermarks to a sheet would 
therefore pay twice as much duty per pound as the highest-grade 
linen paper without watermarks.”

“Imports of wrapping paper consist principally of light-weight 
sulphite paper made in Sweden or Norway, Spanish brown or 
No. 2 manila, manila in sheets, or rolls, kraft, colored fibre, tissues 
and news paper. The white sulphite, glazed on one side, and the 
Spanish brown comprised the bulk of the shipments before the 
war and probably made up more than three-fourths of the total 
imports. Prices ranged from $2.80 to $3.20 per 100 pounds, c. i. f. 
Callao. White su!phite cost $5.21 per bale of 60 pounds, deliv- 
ered in Lima, which is equivalent to $.041% f. o. b. European port.” 


Tide Water Mill Bought by Hearst? 


It has been almost definitely established here that William R. 
Hearst has bought the Tide Water Paper Mill in Brooklyn dur- 
ing the last few days. The delay in the negotiations is reported 
to those who are in close touch with the proceedings as due to 
the terms demanded by the present owners from Mr. Hearst. 

Recently the labor question has become so acute at the Tide 
Water Mill that a shut down was feared. The mill's output was 
restricted and the labor situation: has shown no signs 
of improvement.

Charente. Both Gironde and The Landes have extensive wood- 
lands that furnish material for the pulp makers, and most of the 
cities supply considerable quantities of rags and waste for grind- 
ing and making into better grades of paper. Also the proximity 
of the plants to the seaboard and their favorable location on navi- 
gable streams afford a fairly ready means of access to French 
colonial and foreign markets and sources of raw material. These 
are some of the particularly advantageous features enjoyed by the 
French manufacturers of paper. 

The present difficulties have received unusual consideration on 
the part of those interested in the industry and also by economists 
and journalists generally. 

Importance of Paper Industry 

Under the title “L’Avenir de I’Industrie du Papier dans le Sud- 
Ouest” (Future of the Paper Industry in the Southwest) the 
journal La France de Bordeaux ct du Sud-Ouest, on June 15, 1917, 
gave the following facts: 

“The paper industry occupies an important place among the evi- 
dences of economic activity in the districts between Loire and the 
The Southwest is favored by two great centers of the 
paper industry. Limoges and Angouleme, and more than 50 es- 
tablishments are clustered along the banks of the rivers in the dis- 
tricts of Charente and Limoges. The industrial region of An- 
gouléme alone before the war counted 21 manufactories of paper 
and cardboard, without considering the 22 factories where the 
board is made into boxes and the five plants manufacturing cor- 
rugated paper, which is made by the utilization of various products 
of Angouléme. At the outbreak of hostilities the Department of 
Haute-Vienne in its bounds possessed 20 paper manufactories, 
employing more than 1,500 workmen. 

“It is worth while to consider, then, that the paper-making in- 
dustry, which has heretofore provided a means of livelihood for 
an important element of the population of our country, not only

The general market is practically in the same state as last week. 
There have been no marked changes in the either demand or price 
quotations. Prices have remained steady, and show some firmness. 
Some orders are being placed with the paper mills guaranteeing 
dgainst any slump in prices. The hot season through which the 
trade passed during the week caused business to be light and many 
offices were closed earlier than usual because of the trying heat. 
Little effort was made by anyone to stir up business. Many in the 
trade are taking advantage of the hot weather and are taking 
their vacations now rather than later in the season. The trade 
continues in its usual optimistic vein and believes things will 
shortly pick up. 

In the news print situation there seems to be some haziness 
about the exact prices the print sold by the paper committee of the 
A. N. P. A. will total when the paper finally reaches the publisher. 
One news print man stated that with all the costs of transportation, 
loading, etc., he did not believe that the paper committee could 
meet the present prices of manufacturers of 3.10@3.25, f. o. b. mills. 
It has developed that exact costs have not been reckoned for the 
publishers by the paper committee and the publisher will not know 
what the paper he is buying will cost him until after it is delivered. 
Most news print manufacturers can calculate to a nicety just what 
the cost will be before any shipment is made. 

Some of the sulphite mills are reported as thinking very poorly 
of price conditions in 1918. It is said that some of them are mak- 
ing contracts for delivery during 1918 at $60 per ton, delivered. 
This is taken to indicate that these mills believe prices will be 
lower than that in 1918. One authority in very close touch with 
the market stated that in his opinion sulphite would not be any 
lower even in spite of the present high cost of producing sulphite. 

3ond papers are weak. They have been badly hit by the falling 
off of demand and the substitution of the cheaper grades. 

Board jobbers report that they are beginning to get busy. Board 
prices have remained steady and now represent value minus the 
inflation which characterized them for some time. 

In wrappings the demand is dull with consumers buying con- 
servatively, and jobbers therefore only replenishing the amount 
taken. Future deliveries are occasioning greater interest. 

Tissues have gotten to the state where mills have closed down. 
Several mills whose normal tonnage is reporting as aggregating 
fifteen tons per day have shut down and this fact has contributed 
strength to the dullest tissue market the trade has experienced for 


some time. Some of the mills may shut down for a month or 


longer. 
Mechanical Pulp Quiet 
The market is very quiet in mechanical pulp. 
One dealer said: “We are idle 


There seems but 


little business being transacted. 
at the present time and losing money, but we look forward to a 


demand that will be remarkably active.’ Such seems to be the 
general opinion and this has helped to keep prices up, although 
they have been slipping for some time. Prices have gone below 
$40, although the commonest quotations range from $40 to $45, 
with the average about $42. 
Chemical Pulp Continues Easy 

There has been little change in the market for chemical pulp 
during the week. Prices have held at the same level. The general 
tone is one of softness with a very light demand. Foreign ship- 
ments continue very light and are usually absorbed upon arrival.

cially in view of the fact that Lord Northcliffe is in this country 
and arrangements could naturally be more satisfactorily com- 
pleted than by cablegram, which was the method that had to be 
adopted by the Trade Commission last winter when this same 
proposition was under consideration. 

In addition to the supply of paper from Canada the publishers 
have obtained control of a sulphite mill and it is understood that 
the ground wood and the sulphite will be sold to the mills of the 
United States with the understanding that these mills give the 
newspaper publishers the benefit of the difference in cost from 
what they are now paying. Reports reaching Washington are to 
the effect that several of these mills have already agreed to such 
a proposition. 


Canadian Investigator Coming to Washington 

Robert A. Pringle, K. C., the Commissioner in charge of the 
Canadian news print investigation, is coming to Washington in 
the very near future to have a conference with Federal Trade 
Commission officials and to look into some of the figures that 
have been compiled by the Commission in connection with its work 
on news print. In this connection the Trade Commission issued 
the following bulletin the latter part of last week: 

“The Canadian Government has written the Federal Trade 
Commission asking use of such ftgures obtained in the Federal 
Trade Commission’s investigation into costs of news print as 
might aid Canadian officials now engaged in an investigation into 
news print costs in the Dominion. 

Preparing Statements of Cost 

“The request came from Robert A. Pringle, K. C. Commissioner, 
in charge of the Canadian investigation. Accountants are now at 
work at Canadian mills preparing statements of costs. Such state- 
ments, it is understood, are to be submitted to the manufacturers, 
when completed, following which a public hearing will be held 
at which all parties interested will discuss the statements. 

“Commissioner Pringle has suggested that Mr. Geoffrey Clark- 
son, at the head of the Canadian accountants, confer with the 
accountants who handled the news print investigation for the 
Federal Tgade Commission, and submit copies of the Canadian 
accountants’ reports. Commissioner Pringle has also requested a 
meeting with Chairman Harris, of the Commission, in Washington. 

“The Commission has replied that it would be glad to comply 
with Mr. Pringle’s request at some future date to be settled by 
agreement.”

Combination of German Chemical Companies 


Among the many economic changes that the present war condi- 
tions have brought about in Germany, the combination of German 
dyestuff interests, effected in 1915 and operating since January 1, 
1916, is of special importance to Americans, writes Consul \) ill- 
iam C, Teichmann, because it means a formidable competitor for 
our infant American dyestuff industry in every foreign field, as 
well as in our own domestic market. In a smaller degree it 
will bring future competition to other chemical industries in our 
country which have prospered during the war, as the German 
concerns that have been combined are also producers of chemicals 
in pharmaceutical lines. 

The rapid growth of the American dyestuff industry during the 
war has been given serious attention by the German concerns 
that formerly controlled our market, and has assisted in uniting 
these great rivals in Germany for mutual protection. 

Realizing the difficulties of reconquering the lost markets o/ the 
various foreign countries after the war, the German dyestuff manu- 
facturers in the fall of 1915 organized a combine of the seven lead- 
ing companies, which practically control the output, and pooled 
interests to the extent of securing uniform prices and wages, sys- 
tematizing production, and also insuring a harmonious policy for 
all other interests involved. This implies uniformity in all en- 
deavors to regain the former German foothold in foreign markets, 
and will apply to the new competition in the American market 
particularly. The importance of German exports in chemicals 
prior to the war can be seen from the statistics. Their annual 
value averaged about $214,000,000, according to estimates of Ger- 
man trade organizations.
